The amendment filed on February 1, 2010 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to 
a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § S2 1 .03 ). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because 
the original claims were directed to a cutting mechanism and the particulars thereof whereas the new claims are directed to an 
extrusion installation and the particulars thereof, wherein these inventions are distinct and present issues of serious burden.
